BUYING POWER OF WEST 

GREATER BY 175 MILLIONS 
_ I 

The Canadian prairies are at 
getting their business to a point! 
where the balance is on the right j 
side of the ledger^ according to j 
various bankers and financial 
mjen who have been on the Pac¬ 
ific coast recently, says an east¬ 
ern financial paper’ After three 
years of depression and heavy 
loiads to carry, the Canadian j 
failmer is beginning to see daj r -l 
light. 

Last year’s was a good crop 
but it had been planted and har¬ 
vested with high-prilced labor, 
material and machinery; but 
this year, while fields have pro¬ 
duced only about two thirds of 
the volume of wheat, as that of 
1923. the planting 1 and harvesting 
were done in many instances for 
20 cents a bushel less than last 
year. In many districts the farm¬ 
ers’ profits last year were estim¬ 
ated at 20 cents a bushel. This 
year there has been an advance 
of more than 50 cents a bushel n 
the price of wheat, so that the 
farmer is not 'only making this 50 
cents, but he is getting last 
year’s profit of 20 cents and the 
20 cents a bushel saved on pro¬ 
duction cost ? making a total pro¬ 
fit of more than 90 cents a bush¬ 
el on his crop this year. 

A profit of 20 cents a bushel on 
430,000,0QQ bushels of grain pro¬ 
duced last year meant to the 
farming community of the prair¬ 
ies about $86,000,000 of a buying 
power; but this year, with only 
290,000,000 bushels at a profit of 
90 centte a bushel, will give the 


farmers in the aggregate approx¬ 
imately $261,000^000, io[T $175,- 
000,000 more than last year.
